L yn ch in g N arrow ly A v erted —F rien d s 
th e R od en h au gb s W an t B lo o d 
Lexington, Ky., Aug. 7.—The would- 
be lynchers of William Newton Lane, 
the young supporter of Col. Breckin­ 
ridge, who killed Jim Rodenbaugh and 
m ortally wounded his father, the well­ 
known turfm an, Col. H. C. Rodenbaugh, 
at Versailles Monday, were thw arted 
yesterday afternoon. A fter four or five 
hours* investigation the coroner’s jury 
of Woodford county brought in a ver­ 
dict th at Jam es Rodenbaugh came to 
his death at the hands of W illiam N. 
Lane without ju st cause. 
As soon as County Judge Parrish 
learned of the verdict he issued an order 
to the sheriff to Immediately take Lane 
to the Fayette county jail in Lexington 
for safe keeping. In his order to the 
sheriff the judge states th at there was 
Imminent danger of Lane being rescued 
from the Woodford county jail by vio­ 
lence, 
and in order to prevent said 
violence the transfer was made. Two 
deputy sheriffs brought Lane to Lex­ 
ington by a circuitous route, thus pre­ 
venting the friends of the Rodenbaughs 
from overhauling them on the wTay and 
lynching Lane. 
The people of three cities are greatly 
excited over the tragedy and had Lane 
been allowed to remain in the Woodford 
county 
jail 
over 
night 
men 
from 
Nicholasville, Lexington and Versailles 
would have participated in his lynch­ 
ing. On his arrival here he was met at 
the jail by his brother, and the slayer of 
two men. almost broke down. ^Further 
th an to say that he wad very sorry the 
trouble occurred he would make no 
statem ent. 
Col. Rodenbaugh is still alive, with no 
possible chance for his recovery. The 
body of his son was placed in a vault to 
aw ait the death of the father, when 
both will be buried In the Nicholasville 
cemetery. 


Spring V alley Ita lia n s M ake G ood T h eir

Spring Valley, 111., Aug. 7. — Five 
o’clock last evening was the time set 
for driving the remaining negroes in 
Spring Valley out of the city, and as an 
attem pt was made to carry out the reso­ 
lution adopted at the mass-meeting of 
Italians 
many 
oturages 
occurred. 
Women, with three and four children 
running after them, were driven over 
the hills and through the woods, many 
shots being fired after them as they 
fled. Families have been separated, 
and fathers, who were driven out in the 
bloody assaults of Sunday, have not 
been located since. 
During the after­ 
noon, while the looting of the homes of 
the negroes was going on, M artin Del- 
margo, the Italian mayor, accompanied 
by several Italian members of the police 
force, drove out to the “location” as 
spectators of what wras going on. The 
mayor said he was there to see that the 
negroes were not abused while 
they 
were taking their goods away, but he 
utterly failed in his purpose. 
Gov. Altgeld telegraphed to Sheriff 
Clark, asking if he wanted assistance, 
but the sheriff said he was able to pre­ 
serve order if called on to do so. He has 
not been appealed to. 
The indications are that the strike of 
the miners will be continued for some­ 
time. The miners, who are under the 
control of the Italians, held a secret 
meeting yesterday, at which it was de­ 
cided to remain out until the Spring 
Valley Coal company gave assurances 
th at they will not in the future give em­ 
ployment to negroes. 
The coal com­ 
pany absolutely refused to do this. The 
rum or is current here that Gov. Altgeld 
will visit the city himself to inspect 
the situation personally before taking 
action in regard to calling out the state 
troops. In Princeton Sheriff Clark and 
his staff believe the only solution of the 
question, the one that will stop the 
reign of mob law, is for the governor to 
call out one or more companies of state 
militia, put the entire city of Spring Val­ 
ley under m ilitary control, and then

The lum ber com­ 
pany built a fence and thirty or forty 
women attacked it with axes, tore it 
down and then threw the fragm ents in 
Green bay. W hen 
another 
crew a t­ 
tempted to rebuild the fence the women 
chased them away with clubs, and John 
Lundberg, the foreman, was seriously 
hurt. T£e men have decided to help 
the women fight it out, and they now 
stand ready to drive the first man off 
who trespasses on their legal rights. 


R eq u ests F u ll P a rticu la rs o f 
th e R io ts 
a t Spring V alley. 
Springfield, 111., Aug. 7.—Gov. Altgeld 
was in telegraphic correspondence yes­ 
terday with Chicago and Spring Valley 
concerning the reported 
bloody riots 
between negroes and Italians. The ex­ 
citement over the m atter seems to be 
exaggerated, according to the reports 
from the local authorities, and the gov­ 
ernor has not yet seen fit to take any 
steps toward interference in the m at­ 
ter. Representative John C. Buckner 
of Chicago was in conference with tho 
governor yesterday. He was here to 
learn w hat he could of the real state of 
affairs at Spring Valley and to entreat 
the governor’s aid in preventing an up­ 
rising of the negro population. 
Gov. 
Altgeld said that he would take no ac­ 
tion in the m atter on the showing that 
had been made. Many telegrams were 
received by him during the day from 
colored citizens of Chicago and other 
points appealing for protection to the 
negro miners, and one from the Italian 
consul at Chicago, and to all of these 
Gov. Altgeld replied that the necessary 
protection would be given. The gov­ 
ernor last night dispatched Col. Hugh 
E. Bayle, assistant adjutant-general, 
and George Schilling, secretary of the 
state bureau 
of

statistics, ti 
Spring Valley to thoroughly investigate 
the situation and report to him.

gates representing 
1.770 
miners, this 
course was agreed upon last evening. 
The new 
organization 
includes 
the 
boundaries of the old subdivision. The 
old officers were re-elected and in addi­ 
tion thereto an executive board. The 
miners contend that the national or­ 
ganization has never cared for their in­ 
terests and have not forgotten that Ar­ 
bitrator Kuhn charged John McBride 
with failing to make up a strong case 
last fall. They argue that the McBride 
clique retains control of the national 
machine, and having set up the pins to 
perpetuate its power, can only be oust­ 
ed by some such movement as this. The 
local leaders anticipate a general rev­ 
olution, to be followed eventually by a 
new national organization founded on 
equality, honesty, and devotion to the 
cause.

Property Destroyed and Houses Plun­ 
dered—Terror Among the Foreign 
Population—Everything Shows the 
Ku-Cbeng Massacre W as Deliber­ 
ately Planned. 


Foo Clow, Aug. 7.—Chinese soldiers 
report today that the mission in Che 
Ming hasbeen broken into and plun­ 
dered. 
This adds to the terror over 
the Ka Cheng affair. In an interview 
some of the survivors of the Ku-Cheng 
massacre declared that the outrage was 
carried on in the most terrible m anner 
and that it was evidently a prem editat­ 
ed and carefully arranged attack, en­ 
tirely unprovoked, made upon the oc­ 
cupants of the missionary station while 
they were asleep. 
The bodies of the 
victims were buried at Fu-Chow. 
There are rumors or rurther riots a t 
places near Fu-Chow and Ku-Cheng. 
This district includes the stations of 
the Church of England at Zenana, the 
American Methodist station at Fu-Kien, 
Fuhning, 
Layong, 
Ning-Tai-k, 
Ho- 
chiang and Huighwa. 
Foo Chow, Aug. 7.—The position of 
the Europeans is critical, owing to the 
open hostility of the natives and na­ 
tive officials. If an outbreak occurs the 
native officials will be unable to cope 
with the mob.

“Resolved, that we are opposed to the 
issuing of interest-bearing ponds of the 
United States in time of peace, and 
especially are we opposed to placing the 
treasury of the government under con­ 
trol of any syndicate of bankers and the 
issuance of bonds to be sold by them 
at an enormous profit for the purpose 
of supplying the federal treasury with 
gold to m aintain the policy 
of gold 
monomet£$lism.”

March I she says: 
“ A messenger is down from Ku 
Cheng tonight with news of trouble 
w ith the Vegetarians. 
These are a 
religious sect,similar to the Buddhists, 
and for some time have been in rebel­ 
lion against the 
authorities.

messenger brought letters from Dr. 
Gregory, one to Professor Smyth and 
one to Consul Hixon. 
Ho 6ays it is 
not an uprising against foreigners or 
against christianity, but a civil affair 
pure and simple, so he does not fear 
for themselves, o ily 
in

supply 
should fail 
aud the 
poor 
people

help from them. 
The trouble has 
been brewing for some time and the 
KuCheng magistrate has several times 
sent down here for soldiers for the 
viceroy, but the latter has bee

“ A fe v days ago, however, m atters 
grew more serious, and placards were 
posted announcing the intention of 
the Vegetarians to kill the magis­ 
trate and destroy the Yamen.

The Brandenburg Gate was taken aa 
the point of departure, and the num­ 
bers went on successively throughout 
the whole town, without any distinction 
as regards streets. Even to-day the sys­ 
tem of numbering generally employed

Nobody scents good times in the 
TJ uited States sooner than the immi­ 
grants. 
The enforced liquidation of 
1893 was quickly understood abroad 
and the results were immediately ap­ 
parent. The immigration in May,1893, 
was 73,000 persons. From that month 
it went down in a regular diminuendo 
scale until it reached 5,578 in the 
succeeding January. 
With the excep­ 
tion of May, which 
represents the 
sw ell of the annnal immigration tide 
and during which in 1S94 there waB 
an influx of 26,681 people, and June. 
when 22,862 entered, the 
various 
months recorded 
additions varying 
from 0,076 to 16,403, although the av- 
erage is in the neighborhood of 11,000. 
With the present spring and the im­ 
proved outlook there came a change. 
In the four months beginning with 
March 30,O0JD more immigrants arrived 
than during the same period of 1S93. 
This return movement is made up 
largely of 
those who expatriated 
themselves during the previous two 
years. According to the commissioner 
of immigration, they 
amounted to 
27,112, or nearly 15,000 more than 
returned in 1893. 
There ij another 
interesting 
item 
in 
this 
balance 
sheet. 
In April, out of 
a total of 
28,000 steerage 
passengers, 
8,125 
were going ta immediate relatives, in 
May this was true of 12,475 immi­ 
grants out of 34,048, and in June 
9,394 out of 24,835. 
Thus it can be 
seen that in addition to the normal 
alien immigration former citizens are 
returning and thousands are coming 
ta join relatives in this country. 
This 
last fact proves that theie is a return 
of prosperity to the middle classes in 
this country, for it is during the peri­ 
ods of profit .that they send for or 
urge relatives to join them and share 
in their good fortune.

When Oiaf Anderson fished a $20 
p?arl out of the rWer near the lower 
cotton mill, he filled

envy. 
Men in rubber boots, men * ith 
their troupers tolled up, and men who 
d id not even go to the trouble of roll­ 
ing up thir troupers, can be seen in 
squads poking about the muddy bot­ 
tom of the river ever since. 
Fully a 
dozen were at work last evening, but 
no pearls cf any value were found. 
Several of the men found clams in 
which were small pearls, or “slugs” 
as the irregularly shaped gems are 
called, but none were perfect in shape.

Lead Pencils. 
Tho ordinary sized lead pencil, sneh 
as ono get3 when ho goes into a store 
and ashs for “ a lead pencil,” is seven 
inches in length and a trifle more than 
a quarter of an inch thick. 
Pencils are 
made in many different styles and shapes 
and for many uses. 
Special pencils of 
very small diameter are made for math 
ematieal instruments. 
Another small 
diameter pencil is tho programme pen­ 
cil made for dancing orders, of which 
the sale in this country is estimated at 
5,000 gross annually. Programme pen­ 
cils are made round and hexagon in 
shape and finished iii a variety of colors 
and styles. 
Some are wound with silk. 
Programme pencils are sold sharpened 
and with a ring and a cord and tassel 
attached, ready for use. 
Other small 
pencils made are those used for tablets 
and memorandum books. Checking pen­ 
cils, with red, blue and green crayons, 
are now used extensively in commercial 
establishments and by express and rail­ 
road companies and in almost every 
office. Thousands of gross of checking 
pencils are sold annually, and tho salo 
of them is constantly increasing. Crayon 
pencils for various uses are made of all 
colors and iu many tin ts.—New York 
Sun. 


Acid In Oysters. 
In a paper read before the Paris Acad­ 
emy of Sciences, as reported iii La N a­ 
ture, Messrs. Chatin and Muniz de­ 
scribed their experiments to determine 
the amount of phosphorus in different 
kinds of oysters. 
“ A dozen oysters of 
the variety known as Portuguese con­ 
tained four grams (62 grains) of phos­ 
phoric acid, representing one gram of 
the tribasic phosphate of lime found in 
boxes. The French oysters are less rich. 
They contain only two-thirds as much 
phosphorus as the Portuguese oysters. 
This determination is important from 
the point of view of the nutritive prop­ 
erties of different kinds of oysters.”
